The gigantic, leaved climbing forms in the Araceae family 
are seen to better advantage if planted at the base of avenue trees, 
and allowed to olj.mb by means of their aerial roots, which form at 
each node. The epiphytical species will become quickly established 
if tied securely to branches of trees, with a protective covering of 
moss about their roots, until they become firmly attached to branch. 
This is also applicable to the Bromeliaceae order. It is no uncommon 
sight to see huge branches torn away from forest trees, by the sheer 
weight of numbers of these epiphytes growing under natural conditions.
